Apprentice Training 


A successful employee training pro- 
gram in any printing or binding plant 
can be self-liquidating, says P. R. Rus- 
sell. Ic will pay for itself in the in- 
creased’ efficiency of those trained. 
Class period may be limited to 30 min- 
utes and during this time the em- 
ployer, in each department are assem- 
bled in a classroom somewhere in the 
plant building. Instructors may be 
selected from the plant’s own super- 
visory staff. Textbooks are available 
and siould be supplied by the em- 
ployer. This method of training ap- 
prentices would not only produce 
more printing and better quality, but 
would also increase efficiency and 
make for a reduction of costs. The 
cost of training therefore, would soon 
be liquidated by increased profits 
through cheaper production.? 


Fast-Drying Ink 

A new-type ink, specially produced for 
fast-drying, has been developed by the 
Goodyear Research Laboratory. The 
grinding of a pigment into a resin 
produces a spongy mass which holds 
the solvent just as a sponge holds 
water. When the ink is used in print- 
ing, the pressure of the press squeezes 
the solvent out of the resin just as 
water can be squeezed out of a sponge. 
Since the resin itself requires no oxida- 
tion, it is dry as soon as solvent evap- 
orates. Because the resin behaves like 
a sponge, it does not lose solvent until 
squeezed on printing press. As a re- 
sult, the ink does not dry on the rollers 
or in the reservoir.? 


Eliminate Paper Curl 


Infra-red lamps to heat the edges of 
pape: while still on the skids, is some- 
times used by GPO to eliminate paper 
curl. says M. S. Kantrowitz. The lamps 
are ised to apply heat to the edges of 
the siock while it is in the feeder pile. 
Usually only two banks of infra-red 
lamps are used, one at each end of the 
stocs, placed so as to focus on the top 
six or seven inches of the pile. The 
app ication of radiant heat drives out 
soni: of the excess moisture at the 
pap r edges and so causes the wrinkled 
sto. to flatten out again.’

When promoting a book, give it the 
works, if it’s a mass-appeal title, says 
Prentice-Hall, N.Y.C. publishers, speak- 
ing from experience. Tests proved that 
a sales campaign tried in one city util- 
izing radio, newspaper space, author 
appearance, bookstore promotion and 
tie-in ads, brought heartwarming re- 
sults. P-H earnestly believes that if 
publishers spent real promotion money 
in towns usually considered too small 
to be included in the regular advertis- 
ing budget, it would pay dividends. 
Meanwhile it’s going to concentrate on 
these 200,000-and-under towns.®

ing for the last 214 years, Taylor said. 

“The new press,” said Taylor, “will 
print 24 color pages at one time. It 
will print five colors on each side of 
the paper at the same time and deliver 
them in sections folded to the size of 
the magazine. 

“The estimated production of the 
press is 90,000 four-page sections an 
hour, and the paper will move through 
the press at a rate of 1200 feet per 
minute.” 

The coated or “slick” paper used 
in the magazines does not absorb ink 
readily and must be dried by gas and 
steam driers, Taylor explained. 

To produce the steam and to supply 
water-cooled rollers, 40 gallons of 
water per hour will be required, while 
the gas consumption will amount to 
2840 cubic feet of gas per hour. 

Each press will print approximately 
a ton of paper an hour, Mr. Taylor 
said, and since the presses will operate 
24 hours a day six days a week, they 
will use about 12 carloads of paper 
each week. Each press will be about 
23 feet high and 100 feet long. 


Perforated Tab on Jacket 


Over a dozen publishers have adopted 
the suggestion of the American Book- 
sellers Association to employ a per- 
forated tab on the jacket flap to enable 
stores to maintain stock control. The 
tab carries author, title, publisher, and 
price.§ 


Production Staggered in Britain 


Ducking bombs and rockets, and chas- 
ing almost non-existent paper for al- 
most equally limited quotas afforded 
English publishers, printers and bind- 
ers, plenty of excitement during the 
war, but power troubles have loaded 
them almost to the breaking point. 
The two week shutdown in February 
resulted in half-pay for many em- 
ployees, and dreary maintenance and 
cleanup work in cold shops for those 
who worked, not to mention stagger- 
ing losses in production and earnings. 

Printers are urged to expand 
amounts charged up as depreciation of 
equipment, because of the depleted 
purchase value of money. Royce Bent- 
ley advises writing-down assets with 
conventional depreciation methods 
and setting up a replacement reserve 
fund.?

Education and Opportunity 


Bonz while ago, we 
muttered in our somewhat scraggly 
beard that there was mighty little in 
the way of education being offered 
to young people who wanted to get 
into the bookbinding industry. At 
that time an analysis of a number of 
schools teaching graphic arts subjects 
revealed a discouraging absence of 
even the most elementary training in 
any form of binding. The situation as 
it stands today shows no sign of im- 
provement! But not everything is to 
be blamed on the educators. 

The job of teachers is like any other 
business (at least in the vocational 
training world)—to turn out a product 
which the consumer will buy. In the 
case of vocational instruction, the 
product is trained, ambitious person- 
nel, who will soon be a paying invest- 
ment on the part of their employers. 


Employers’ problem, foo 


However, there seems to be some evi- 
dence that bindery employers have 
been iooking no further than the ends 
of their noses for competent help. Nor, 
we must explain, aré they altogether 
to blame, either. The union policy on 
apprentices, while very understandable 
m light of the ease ‘of abuse of the 
apprenticeship system, is hardly con- 
duciv« to employers looking beyond 
their own city, or even their own shop, 
for new help. Add to this the- persua- 


sive charm of hiring inexperienced 
help at low wages, and theoretically 
converting them in a short time into 
experienced help. 

Add these facts up, and you come 
to the answer to the problem of the 
lack of training in bindery work given 
in the average graphic arts institute, 
school, or vocational class. It accounts 
for the schools’ defense that there has 
not been enough demand for the help 
they do train, except as all-round em- 
ployees in country print shops. Thus 
it is unfair to wholly blame the school 
authorities for failing to step up their 
training in this field. 

There is one possibility on this score 
which should not be discounted. Few 
of these schools appear to do much 
more than local advertising to secure 
students, hence it is entirely possible 
that due to lack of national publicity 
they have not been able to draw stu- 
dents from wider reaches, and thus 
increase their revenues, and _ con- 
tingently, their value to employers. 

One more example of the need for 
closer cooperation in the industry! 


No Parallel Here! 


For THE FIRST TIME 
in American business history, manu- 
facturing failures have exceeded those 
in other lines, largely due to recon- 


version difficulties. Dun & Bradstreet 
reports the failure trend is definitely 
upward, though it is not too disturb- 


ing. The firm maintains this position 
because of the vastly different indus- 
trial situation in the nation since the 
pre-war period. Almost 15,000 insol- 
vencies were reported in 1939, as com- 
pared to a total of 1130 during 1946. 
Yet the 1939 failures took with them 
only $182,520,000, as compared to 
$70,349,000 for those in 1946. 

A little reflection on the relation of 
this report to the graphic arts industry 
is more cheerful than the cold facts 
of the report itself. The mortality 
among equipment manufacturers has 
never been very heavy, although at 
times the closings among their custom- 
ers have been something of serious 
concern. In general, however, both 
have ridden out the war period very 
well, and the influx of new names and 
firms in the business indicates at least 
a fairly long period of prosperity. But 
it is wise to reflect that this is a period 
when desperate customers are willing 
to pay all sorts of premiums and en- 
dure all sorts of disappointments in 
order to get their printed matter out. 
If and when some of the pressure 
blows off, the fate of these new firms 
and the older ones will be interesting. 
That there will be a demonstration of 
the eternal struggle between the forces 
of experience, strong financial reserve, 
strategic location and those of experi- 
ment, ingenuity, and the urge-to-sur- 
vive, is unquestionable. But will it be 
five, ten, or more years, before com- 
petition really gets tough?

if You've Had Much Trouble With Your Stitching Operations 
Look to Your Wire—It May Not Entirely Be The Machine's Fault

Here is another article designed to 
improve your stitching operations— 
and perhaps your temper and vocabu- 
lary! It supplements the two on 
machine set-up and stitching fault 
correction in B&BP’s issues of May 
and June 1946. Reprints will be fur- 
nished gladly of this article, or that 
of June. 
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Tux STITCHING WIRE IN 
use today is not comparable with the 
wire that is available in normal times, 
and it is sometimes the cause of much 
lost machine time. However, if a few 
fundamental rules are followed, it is 
possible to get quite satisfactory results, 
though, at first, the wire may seem 
hopeless. It is not too difficult to de- 
termine whether the wire will work 
or is bad enough to discard. The lat- 
ter is the wisest move in some cases as 
the cost of the wire itself is much less 
than the cost of the time lost trying 
to use it. 

A good rule to go by: if the wire 
will not respond readily to the wire 
straighteners on the machine, at least 
to a reasonable extent, it is wise to 
discard that particular spool and try 
another. The response to the straight- 
eners can be seen easily on Boston 
stitchers No. 2, 5, 10, 11, and 19 by 
simply removing the swivel, which 
holds the wire after it is cut off. By 
holding the swivel operating lever 
away from the head and tripping the 
machine, it is possible to see the wire 
through the hole, wheré the swivel 
Was inserted. Letting the machine op- 
erate continuously, it is easy to see the 
wire as it is fed down behind the 
swivel holder. By very slowly turning 
the knob mounted on the face plate, 
or front of the head of the wire 
Straightener, starting with the indi- 
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cator at zero, the wire, if it is usable, 
will be seen to approach a position 
straight down in the center of the hole, 
where it should be left. It is advisable 
to try this first with the straightener 
on the wire guide spring in the posi- 
tion where it can be seen to have no 
effect on the wire. That is, the wire 
will come straight through the rolls 
without any curve between the rolls. 
If the wire will not stay in the center 
of the swivel hole, return the indicator 
to zero and turn the knob on the wire 
guide spring about one-quarter of its 
full throw and go through the com- 
plete range of the lower straightener 
again. By doing this and adding more 
tension on the top straightener, it can 
readily be determined if the wire can 
be straightened with any adjustment 
available on the head. If, as in the 
case of wire which is too hard, the 
wire cannot be held in the center of 
the swivel hole, the spool may well 
be discarded and another tried. 


Adjustment for non-automatics 

While the above will hold true also 
on the automatic machines using the 
26 and 96 heads, it is much easier to 
see the response on the No. 7 Boston 
simply by opening the door. On No. 
3 and 4 Bostons the wire is removed 
from the curved sector plate and 
pulled straight down from the straight- 
ener, where it should hang straight 
down after being cut to about 8” be- 
low the straightener to keep the weight 
of the wire from giving a false appear- 
ance of being straight. On Monitor 
and Morrison stitchers either the sup- 
porter holder or righthand guide must 
be removed to see the wire. 

Much trouble is encountered on 
the heavier work, from 14” up in 
thickness, because the operator is not 
aware that the clinching of the stitch 
is greatly dependent on the curve of 
the wire. The thicker the work, the 
more chance there is for the paper to 
deflect the wire from its true path 
straight down through the work. It 


can be readily understood that if wire 
in the machine makes a staple which 
has legs that naturally curve out, that 
is the path they will take going 
through the work, sometimes coming 
out way beyond the clinchers, and even 
curling up in the work, failing to come 
through at all. A staple with legs that 
have an inherent inward curl will 
cause the legs to come together, and 
overlapping to the extent that chips 
are cracked out of the clinchers, ren- 
dering them useless. 

Deflection of the stitch is also caused 
by dull cutters which leave burrs on 
the ends of the wire, bad drivers which 
do not give the crown of the staple a 
full seat all the way across, weak sup- 
porter springs which do not hold the 
supporter under the crown of the 
staple with enough pressure to keep it 
from caving down in the center, and 
badly worn or bent bender or former 
bars. Remedy for these troubles is ob- 
vious—usually replacement. 


For better clinching! 


In the case of very thin work, espe- 
cially when using lacquer coated wire, 
great improvement in clinching can 
be obtained by winding a strip of 
cloth around the wire guide spring on 
top of the head in such a manner that 
the wire must pass through the cloth 
which is slightly soaked in oil. The 
wire automatically picks up a film of 
oil which lubricates the machine as 
well as facilitating the passing the 
staple through the work. Care must be 
observed that oil does not stain the 
work, however. Only the smallest 
amount is needed. 

In short, the best performance is 
obtained when wire is straight, wire 
cutters are sharp, drivers have good 
ends, bender bars are not worn funnel 
shaped, and supporters really support. 
If staples continually crack in the cor- 
ners, the wire is usually too hard, while 
continued collapsing of the staple on 
top of the work usually means wire 
that is too soft, or too small for the 
job. 

Most dependable operation is ob- 
tained when 27 wire is used on work 
up to 1/16” thick, 25 wire used up to 
Y4”, 21 x 25 to 4”, and above 14” 
the largest wire the machine will 
handle should be used. 
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Playing % With Safety 


Production Scores Easily When Management Sends 
Labor in to Bat, With Safety Serving As Coach 


ee ARE GRANTED THE FIRST DAY OF 
April, a short month to begin with, leaving only 29 
normal days for employers to worry about safety at 
work. Shortening of the month in this manner might 
have that significance for some in the book field. To 
the W. B. Conkey Company, with a reputation for 
practical interest in the application of safety measures 
to plant operation, it would mean merely that many 
hours less to add to a record total worked with a com- 
plete absence of lost-time accidents. Last year the total 
was 1,582,369 man-hours without a disabling injury, 
a record which recently won the National Safety Coun- 
cil’s Distinguished Service to Safety Award. 

In making the award, Ned Dearborn, president of 
the National Safety Council, stated that the company 
was the first in the book manufacturing industry to be 
thus honored. Conkey’s 1,000 employees reduced their 
accident frequency rate 32% from the previous 12 
months, and established their best record in seven 
years. 


Credit Education Program 


Recognizing that safety education is of paramount 
importance in accident prevention, the firm maintains 
one of the finest planned safety programs in the indus- 
try, and Joel B. Ware, vice president, attributes the 
success of the program to the entire force. There are 
350 active members of the safety program who regu- 
larly attended safety meetings, held on company time, 
and see safety education films presented on a sound 
slide film machine and projector (part of the pro- 
gram equipment of the firm). Approximately 25 safe- 
ty bulletin boards in the various departments through. 
out the plant are maintained by representatives called 
“Safety Board Custodians.” Their names appear on 
their respective boards and weekly changes are made. 
Workers are encouraged to submit safety suggestions 
to eliminate accident hazards and unsafe practices. 
Practically all suggestions are adopted and put into 
effect without delay. 

Of course, management’s backing is as necessary as 
labor’s cooperation for the success of such a program, 
and enthusiastic support comes from the company’s 
president, Henry P. Conkey and vice-president Ware. 
The former makes frequent plant inspections with 
the idea of constantly improving housekeeping and 
safer working conditions for the employees. He takes 
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the kind of interest that makes the injury to one of 
his employees a personal one. 


Bench Slackers 


Ware, who manages the plant, keeps in close touch 
with all safety activities and stimulates safety-con- 
sciousness. When the war ended, some supervisors 
felt that the program would lag. Ware called a meet- 
ing of the supervisors and warned that the program 
would outlast those who lessened their observance of 
safety measures. Apparently they were impressed. 

A modern first-aid department, with a registered 
nurse in attendance is maintained. 

Safety in the community at large has been inspired 
by the company’s efforts. Workers naturally prefer to 
work in a plant which has a reputation for safety, 
and several of the workers who got their start in 
accident prevention service by taking part in the 
company’s program have continued their interest by 
serving on safety committees of parent-teacher asso- 
ciations and various service clubs. The firm’s safety 
director, Miss Lillian Stemp, is president of the Ham- 
mond (Ind.) Safety Council, president of the Calumet 
Industrial Safety Council, and a member of the Chi- 
cago Area Safety Council. Chris Dubs is well known 
for his activities on the Accident Prevention Commti- 
tee of the Book Manufacturers’ Institute and has been 
an enthusiastic exponent of safe practices for the in- 
dustry. To them, and to this admirably safety-minded 
organization, April 1 is just another square on the 
calendar—and another day of full production.

tions of flat foil in place of roll leaf, description of a 
new edge indexing system, and the problems of “coffee 
and...” were among the topics at the March 12 meet- 
ing o: the Bookbinding Guild of N. Y., held at the 
George Washington Hotel. 

Jack Vail (Vail-Ballou) introduced the subject of 
publishers’ specifications on leaf, commenting that 
some had insisted on flat foil on certain books costing 
over $4. Vail contended that recent improvements in 
roll foil made it equal to flat foil in definition and 
duration of life. Other members agreed that the 
definition was nearly as good as flat foil, but that flat 
had a longer life. 


Cecnstruction differs 

President Hugo, having asked Jim Hayes (All Purpose 
Gold) for his opinion, Hayes agreed that the latter 
argument was substantially correct. He explained that 
flat leaf was substantially composed of bronze flakes 
held together by lacquer, while roll leaf was dusted 
on a wax releasing film or paper which has protective 
qualities, and is sized with a lacquer shellac to which 
a pigment is sometimes added to give the leaf depth. 
This sizing acts as both an adhesive to the stamped 
surface and as a protective coating. 

As a word of caution, however, he warned that if 
roll leaf was used on materials containing sulphuric 
acid or aniline dyes, it would not stand up. Hayes 
recommended the use of sized genuine gold for books 
as expensive as those cited by Vail. 

It was generally agreed that the additional length 
of life was not sufficient to warrant the difference in 
cost, and that a cheaper grade of genuine gold would 
give even greater length of life ‘at a lower cost. 

Other suggestions were received from Emanuel Burr 
(American-Stratford) who declared that lacquering 
over the cover stamping would help to protect the 
surface of the leaf. 

In closing the discussion, Vail criticized the quality 
of the sizing on the tissue carriers, and urged that 
publishers be exhorted to change their traditional 
specifications on leaf to secure better and more eco- 
nomical production. 

Burr had a question of his own, i.e., whether or not 
any member had found a glue fast enough in drying 
to eliminate reversing of books on the McCain stitcher. 
Hugo and Friedel concurred in reporting the same 
difficulty. The latter declared he was using synthetic 
resin adhesive, but still found it necessary to reverse 
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the books, while tumbling was still requisite even on 
conveyors. 

How could quad inserting be made positive, was 
what Bert Wolff (H. Wolff) wanted to know. Slowing 
the folder was the only proffered answer to which 
Wolff replied that the aim of the industry should be 
to speed up production, not to slow it down. No one 
was inclined to take up the challenge, however. 


Edge-indexing system 

The new Guidex system of edge indexing was de- 
scribed by Joseph Gettler (J. Gettler) and samples 
passed around received the approbation of the mem- 
bers. Hugo and Frank Myrick (B&BP) described the 
new Dutch casemaking machine recently introduced 
here (see B&BP, March, page 44). 

The meeting then turned to the discussion of rest 
periods and time out for coffee and sandwiches, and 
the net result upon production of their institution. 
While the subject was debated for quite a while, the 
general feeling was that there was neither gain nor 
loss, but that to do away with the custom would 
definitely lower production at this time. 

Being forehanded, the organization voted to set the 
date of their annual Christmas party then and there, 
and also to see what could be done about the summer 
outing. Santa will visit the binders on December 5, 
at the hotel, and the date for the outing will be set 
at the next meeting. 

A nominating committee to report at the April 9 


meeting was also appointed, and elections were to be 
held at that time.

The Bay Psalm Book was sold last 
month for $151,000, believed to be 
the highest price ever paid for a book. 
The sale was made by the Parke- 
Bernet Galleries for the Gertrude 
Vanderbilt Whitney Trust. 

Printed in 1640 in Cambridge, 
Mass., it was one of an edition of 
1700 issued by Stephen Daye. Bound 
originally in leather that had been 
soaked in pits filled with oak bark, it 
sold for one shilling eightpence a copy, 
and it was adopted by nearly every 
congregation in the Massachusetts Bay 
colony—hence its name. 


An American dealer, Henry Stevens, 
bought this volume in 1859. The Brit- 
ish Museum refused to give him £150 
for it and he rebound it in dark 
brown crushed Levant morocco and 
sold it in America for 150 guineas 
(about $750). Cornelius Vanderbilt 
bought it for $1,200, and it remained 
in the family until this fabulous pur- 
chase by Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach. 


Proceeds from the sale went to the 
North County Community Hospital, 
Glen Cove, L. I., N. Y. 


Tailor-made Trade When other 
companies turn down special or out- 
of-the-way jobs, the Forest City Book- 
binding Co. goes to work on them. 
The jobs which have seemed too tough 
for other binders to tackle for half a 
century, have spelled success for the 
Cleveland firm. It is today one of the 
largest complete binders in Ohio, and 
most of its work is still special. 


The company was founded by JoHN 
T. Kisser just 50 years ago. After 28 
years he hired as bookkeeper a man 
destined to shoulder-a great deal more 
responsibility than either man _prob- 
ably anticipated. Eight years after 
Josepu K. Witurams joined Forest 
City, Kieser died, plunging the firm 
into a period of trial and change. Wil- 
liams had good business-building ideas 
and the ability to tabulate success. So 
it was not too surprised a firm that 
watched a bookkeeper step into the 
position of secretary and general man- 
ager. 

Williams, active head of Forest City, 
lives in Shaker Heights, a fine resi- 
dential suburb on the east (And once 
the subject of a notable piece of Book- 
vertising too.—Ed.). He is married, 
and has a daughter’ now away at 
Muskingum College. 
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He is active in American Legion 
Post Number 48, being a veteran of 
the last war. In line with his trade 
interests, he works hard in Cleveland’s 
Advertising Club. For pleasure, he 
chooses the Al Sirat Gotto, pleasure 
organization of his lodge, the Masons. 
He likes to see good baseball, and his 
fellowship Grotto has helped to bring 
some good games to his home city, 
largely through his interest. 


Business-Builder-Binder Williams 


Much of the work at Forest City is 
loose-leaf, embossed, decorated, or 
superfinished, and operations include 
Wire-O, Mult-O, Swing-O Ring, Cer- 
lox, Cerflex, Lie Flat, and other special 
bindings. Williams, who usually learns 
an operation well enough to teach the 
essential points and then turns pro- 
duction over to his foreman, inter- 
views binding customers. Chatting with 
them, he notes their ideas, and sketches 
his conception of their needs. The 
proper foreman then gets the low-down 
and he makes up a sample book for 
the customer’s okay. 

Prominent in the reception room is 
a library type booklet rack on which 
are displayed samples of catalogs put 
out for various firms—a colorful array 
of fine work for visitors to examine.

“Precision Hole Location for Inter- 
changeability in Toolmaking and Pro- 
duction,” was handled for a Bridge- 
port tool company.

today’s insettled economic conditions and the period 
immedi.tely following the end of World War I. 
Then, .s now, employment, wages, earning, and pro- 
duction, kept on soaring after the guns stopped firing. 
The peak was reached in June, 1920, and many a 
business man can well remember the collapse that 
followed, the come-back of the gay twenties, and then 
the disinal days of the depression. The same pattern 
seems to be visible in this quarterly summation of 
yital graphic arts statistics compiled by B&BP’s staff 
from Dept. of Commerce, Dept. of Labor, and other 
sources. Note particularly the peaks in paper produc- 
tion, and bookbinding employment and wages. 

Will the 1920-21 pattern repeat? A mechanical com- 
parison between the two periods would indicate that 
sharp price decreases may be expected within six 
months. There is some indication of this as many 
graphic arts machinery manufacturers and suppliers 
are encountering sharper sales resistance. New models 
are coming out to attract declining interest in older 
types. 

A recession is coming—just like winter follows sum- 
mer—but when and to what extent is still anybody’s 
guess. [hese figures here might tell you, if you read 
them carefully and between the lines.

All these experiences, naturally, gave me a growing 
interest in books. I liked them for what I could learn 
from them, for the entertainment they afforded me, 
for their extension of my horizon. In time I wrote a 
few books of my own. I liked them also as material 
things—to fondle, and study their design and manu- 
facture, and perhaps almost to reverence them as the 
means by which the printed word was to be per- 
petuated. 

So here I am, at the age of 76, with a back room 
in my little apartment full of material and improvised 
working equipment to handle a miscellaneous offering 
of job bookbinding. One of the University professors 
says he has tried me on everything he can think of, 
from repairing and rehabilitating valuable incunabula 
to rebinding his wife’s favorite Bible and putting a 
long series of French paper backed novels into per- 
manent covers. As yet he has not been disappointed.

angle iron set on a frame and drawn together by 
camps (Mr. Vail [author of the October article—Ed. | 
and I seem to have the same idea of the liberal use 
of clamps). As the work kept coming in larger quan- 
tities, | cut these angles into two pairs for smaller 
work, mounting them in a frame with stationary 
clamps. Then I secured two 21” pieces of regular 
backing metal from one of the supply houses, attach- 
ing these to two 32 x 2” pieces of hardwood, with 
holes at the ends for long bolts, and wrench sockets 
fastencd to the bolt heads to serve as hand holds for 
operating the screws. 

More recently I bought a device designed primarily 
for mu!tiple-purpose use in vocational classes in book- 
bindi It adds to my backing and pressing capacity, 
is hanly to hold a book for many purposes, and has 
a special attachment for drilling, with guide holes 
for the drill. 


A ruler for setting joints 

For some time my bindings were mostly built up right 
on the book, with leather back and cloth sides. Later 
I got into cloth case work, but was handicapped by 
the lack of metal-bound boards, which were not avail- 
able anywhere. While trying to think of a way out, 
I happened to notice on my table a ruler with brass 
edge, such as was in general use before the war. So I 
began canvassing the local market. Some stores had 
no rulers at all—and waved me away without even a 
regret; others had rulers with plastic edges—and I 
could take ’em or leave ’em. Then I found a special 
school supply house which had overshot its market

on 15” rulers and had quite a supply on hand. Too 
long, of course, but I got some of them and attached 
them to suitable boards. And though they are slow 
and clumsy to use, that is how my hinges are set— 
and the books come out opening with precision, and 
not looking so bad, either. 

I have a 15” table shears for cutting board, paper 
and cloth but no cutter for trimming books. For the 
latter I have an arrangement with a nearby printer 
to use his cutter. 

My tray of small tools would perhaps brand me as 
more of a combination cobbler and carpenter than a 


bookbinder, but they seem to adapt themselves to the 
work. 


Cold adhesive preferred 

In the matter of adhesives, I have broken away from 
hot glue entirely. I did use it for a while, in its various 
forms, and even did some experimenting in making 
a flexible glue. One of these experiments filled my 
lungs with noxious fumes and nearly sent me to the 
hospital, proving to me the wisdom of the public 
library in keeping its book of formulae under lock 
and key. Now I use one of the cold flexible adhesives, 
with a mineral base, which has been developed in 
recent years. It gives marvelous strength and seem- 
ingly permanent flexibility, and I am finding more 
uses as a general purpose adhesive. 

For rough flat pasting I get a cheap dry paste from 
the wall paper store. For more careful work, and 
especially where flexibility is a consideration, I use the 
dry paste sold by the supply houses; and for non-

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wrinkling work, such as pasted end sheets, and for 
some types of cloth, I use a heavy flat glue which seems 
best rubbed on in a thin film with the fingers. 

One of my regular customers is a New Yorker fan, 
and brought in a formidable quantity of back issues 
when she heard of me. She wanted the books to have 
“class,” too, and I designed something with green 
leather back, four bands, title on an oval of red skiver, 
and a rough linen-finish cloth for the sides. But the 
doth was off the market, and we substituted a rough 
crash toweling from the dry goods store. It makes up 
well, with one precaution: the edge to go over the 
leather should be previously given a coat of paste and 
allowed to dry; then it can be trimmed perfectly 
straight and will hold its shape without raveling. 


How to use and save leathers 


Working with leather is one of my delights and when 
it was plentiful I used it lavishly and in some places 
where | admit some other material would have been 
more suitable. In addition to such leather as I can 
n the supply houses, I have made my relatives 
and friends “leather conscious” so that they save for 
me such old leather as I can use. It is surprising how 
many women have odd kid gloves the mates of which 
have been lost. A kid glove may seem too small a 
source of leather to be worth while; but it makes 
excellent material to use in mending those rare old 
bindings I spoke about. It is thin and strong and can 
be slipped in unobtrusively to reinforce a weak spot 
here and there; and if you want an “ultra” touch 
toa nice Bible you can use hinges of black kid.

Then there are purses, hand bags and other femi- 
nine accessories in leather which can be used in so 
many places, sometimes on new work, but especially 
useful on those old books to keep them in character. 

I have one reverend customer who is a mighty 
hunter during the deer season. He has numerous 
skins as trophies of the chase, all of them tanned au 
naturel, almost silky, and with a much livelier tone 
than law-book sheep. He has had me use some of this 
for binding, including Bibles for himself and his wife. 
But it is tricky to use, flabby and unstable. With 
insufficient stretch it will wrinkle like the face of a 
new-born baby, and if stretched beyond its natural 
state of repose it will eventually throw the book out 
of shape. 

It has been quite a problem to find out how to 
handle the various kinds of cloth which we have had 
to accept in these war years, some of them from local 
supplies and not designed for book work at all. 

I note that C. E. Vail, of the Laurel Bindery, is 
having trouble with the amount of old glue on the 
backs of magazines. I wonder why he bothers with 
frame sewing. Just shear off the backs, glue up and 
oversew. That is the way practically all the binders 
do. In fact, most of the libraries will insist on over- 
sewing unless conditions are such that it is impossi- 
ble. Check up on the books in any library if you want 
to see the advantages of oversewing for longer life 
of the books. My own sewing frame is dismantled and 
put out of sight, to be brought out only on rare 
occasions. 

I do not like to do either class of sewing myself, so

Suggestion for narrow margins 
The narrow margins of recent years

They defy either frame E — S 


sewing or oversewing. I refused them 

for a while, then experimented with 

a reliable grade of flexible glue and 

a piece of super to hold them together. The trick 
is in cutting them to get a uniform gutter margin, 
allow or the thickness of the book. This can be done 
as illustrated in the accompanying sketches. 

After the wire stitches are taken out, spread the 
books ilat as shown in Fig. 1. You will see there is a 
triangular section of excess paper in the middle of 
each book which he must cut away in order to make 
the slicets uniform. This section is indicated by dotted 
lines. [Cake up the sheets and jog them up to one 
end, as shown in Fig. 2, then cut through at the 
dotte’ line, which is the middle point of the top 
sheet. Now jog up on the other end and cut again 
as in Fig. 3. The triangular section has gone, the 
sheets are all the same size and with approximately 
the same gutter margin, and can now be assembled by 
months, jogged up very carefully at the back, put 
under sufhicient pressure to hold them in place, glued

up and a piece of super applied. When dry, they can 
be given a slight trim, rounded by hand (not ham- 
mered) and backing paper glued on. 

(Editor’s Note: Some library binders maintain that 
sufficient gutter margin is available, making unneces- 
sary the method of .pre-jogging before cutting that is 
suggested here. In these cases, the binder cuts the 
book through the center, and then jogs against this 
center and trims the fore-edges. Mr. Hanson’s sugges- 
tion, however, is interesting and may be used for types 
of work discussed here.) 

Volumes I have bound in this fashion are in private 
libraries and in one public library and seem to be serv- 
ing their purpose. I have my first experimental vol- 
ume of this type, which I pick up and toss around 
occasionally but nothing happens. Eventually I’ll wear 
the cover out, but I have faith that the body of the 
book will still be intact.

BOOKBINDING AND BOOK PRODUCTION

stituted the bulk of the discussion. The panel for the

Houghton), Edward Artesani, of the same company; Peter 
Barnard (P. J. Barnard & Son); Henry Marcionette (Stan- 
hope Bindery, Inc.). Approximately 35 members were 
present.

selectman of Medfield, Mass.

Kingsport Keepsake 


Kingsport Press just recently published another in its series 
of keepsakes for the friends of the Press, this time the 
autobiographical writings of Abraham Lincoln, collected 
for the first time. The book was set in Lino. Devinne 
10/12, 25 x 42 picas, and neatly printed on all-rag paper. 
The typography gives one a feeling of another decade, yet 
not quite that of the Lincoln period. The foreword is by 
Earl Schenck Miers and is more agreeably set than the 
italic of the author’s comments, in which the monotony of 
the Devinne italic becomes quite obvious. The binding is 
as handsome as ever Kingsport does, with a wheat-color 
linen finish cloth neatly stamped in gold and green on the 
spine. The recto bears Lincoln’s signature within a small 
horizontal oval, also in ink, but bordered with gold. 


Re Kingsport Financing 


Recent reports on the refinancing program of Kingsport 
Press, Inc., have been clarified by ‘‘Press Piper,” the Ten- 
nessee book manufacturer’s house organ. No additional 
shares of common stock are being issued, as was reported 
in March BeBP, but the common stock issue of 25,000 
shares of no par value, has been changed to 250,000 shares 
of common stock with a par value of $2.50. This merely 
establishes 10 shares of the new par value stock for | share 
of the old no par value stock. 

The corporation has borrowed from a large insurance 
firm, $1,200,000, to retire 5500 shares of preferred stock, 
pay off an old balance on a mortgage, and to utilize the 
balance in new buildings, machinery, and equipment.

With the addition of more stamping dies, the binder, 
pictured at the top with the aluminum shells minus cover, 
will be produced in a variety of sizes.

Six TEXTBOOK DESIGN- 
ers whose work was represented in the 
Fifty Books stoutly and ably defended 
it before their contemporaries at the 
March 19 meeting of the N. Y. Text- 
book Clinic, AIGA. Upwards of a 
half dozen incisive questions were fired 
at each of these four who were present, 
Stanley Burnshaw, (Dryden Press) D. 
F. Bradley, (Harper Bros.)—chairman 
of the clinic, Robert Josephy (chair- 
man of the Trade Book Clinic), and 
Ronald Murray (Houghton, Mifflin). 
Similar queries were answered by mail, 
by Natalie Norris (D. C. Heath) and 
Mack LeBlang (Fred Wittner, Advtg.) 
and the replies read by the chairman. 
The discussion period followed a din- 
her meeting at which approximately 
50 were present. 

Problems concerning a French text 
~"Lectures Francaises,” were the first 
topics of the post-prandial agenda, 
with Stanley Burnshaw in the “wit- 
ness box.’ 

Footnotes accounted for three ques- 
tions: 1) why “Notes Sur Le Texte” 
were repeated at the foot of each page; 
2) why the references always started 
on left-hand pages—although the refer- 
ence was on the facing page—and con- 
tinued i the right, and sometimes 
turned o\ cr to the left; 3) why in some 
mstances the footnotes were close up 
to the short pages of text, and at the 
foot in others. 

Burnshaw turned the text as a new 
departure in planning, with the typog- 
taphy closely following the text plan. 

The cover design purposely de- 
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viated from traditional relationship 
with the inside. After some brief de- 
bate over the choice of running the 
title up the spine vertically instead of 
horizontally as is customary with text- 
books, the designer said that it was 
felt the title would have been crowded 
the usual way. Burnshaw also ex- 
plained that the cover design repre- 
sented a “trademark” for a series of 
several books. 

Countering the charge that the plac- 
ing of the footnotes tended to be dull 
and repetitious, the speaker pointed 
out that in the nature of their text,

"a new departure” 


these footnotes were not the customary 
kind. Hence, he said they had been 
purposely spread over two pages, in 
order to give unity to the spread and 
to avoid the over-weighting of a lot of 
footnotes on one page and none on 
the other. 

The book was never read in galleys, 
but made immediately into pages, and 
the copy for the footnotes set as galley 
matter all at one time. This afforded 
considerable: saving in composition 
costs. 

When confronted with an expres- 
sion of the belief that double spread 
title-pages should be laid out as units 
—a theory evolved from last year’s dis- 
cussion—whereas that for “Lectures 
Francaises” appeared to be of two 
schools, the designer had this explana- 
tion. The title he said, was run hori- 
zontally across the spread, while the 
other material was placed vertically so 
as to convey the impression that this 
book was truly two titles in one. 


Type-Fitting Problems 


Josephy, who doubles in brass as both 
textbook and trade book designer was 
the next to undergo the clinic’s in- 
quisition, this time on “The College 
Writer (Harcourt, Brace).” 

This time the inquiry was directed 
to problems of simplified location of 
references, easy reading, extra cover 
stamping, and lack of relationship be- 
tween the illustrations and the text. 

The designer then passed around an 
earlier edition of a similar book in 
which section reference tie-ups had 
been made suitably. To the charge 
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Binding avoided consistency 


that 18 pages of solid quoted text in 
10/11 Granjon was heavy going, Jo- 
sephy answered that since most of it 
was short quotations, he didn’t think 
so. 

Josephy went on record as feeling 
that the spine should be the pivot of 
the binding design, hence his exten- 
sion of the backbone panel to the 
back cover—at no extra charge. 

Discussing the illustrations, the de- 
signer explained that these had been 
reproduced by wax engraving, and 
hence the choice of type for them 
had been limited by the selection 
available, although one had been se- 
lected which resembled the text face. 
Script was used in the chapter heads 
to liven up the book, and seemed to 
fit the title-page layout, he concluded. 


Economies in Economics 

Chairman Bradley was next to face 
the crossfire, this time from B. L. Strat- 
ton, (Henry Holt) who became chair- 
man pro tem. The title was “Eco- 
nomics” and an apt one, for Bradley 
demonstrated that economics —and 
economies—had played a large part in 
the decisions which guided its design 
and format. (A fully illustrated case 
history of this book and those factors 
which influenced its final form will 
appear in the May issue.—Ed.) 

The speaker explained that the first 
decision to be made was to choose be- 
tween a standard 614 x 914 sort of 
book with single column measure in 
a fairly small size of type (there were 
570,000 words), or to choose a larger 
format with double column text. The 
latter choice triumphed, for the fin- 
ished work made its appearance in a 
74% x 104% format ,with naturally 
many less pages and no unwieldy bulk. 
Bradley estimated that 456 pages were 
saved, and $1200 in presswork and 
binding for every 10M copies. The 
overall saving is sizeable since the book 
has sold over 100,000. To further high- 
light his departure from tradition, 
Bradley showed another book in the 
standard format, which contained more 
pages but 70,000 less words. 
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Asked why end-of-chapter queries 
were set in full measure instead of 
double column, thus allegedly creating 
too wide an eye span, Bradley pointed 
out that the “there is a lot of differ- 
ence between reading one short ques- 
tion and trying to absorb a whole 
paragraph of text. As a student can’t 
work. on more than one question at a 
time and has to write down his answer 
before going on to the next, that 
there should be little difficulty in 
reading.” 

Bradley's comments about the vol- 
uminous text drew fire from a ques- 
tioner who wanted to know why 19 
pages were devoted to half-titles, which 
could have been omitted or used to 
better purpose. Bradley's reply, as in 
almost every instance, scored a direct 
hit—it was that the very wordiness of 
the text required sacrifice of some 
space saving methods such as the one 
suggested, in favor of “breathers” to 
break up the text. 

A frank admission that he “liked” 
cut-off rules above footnotes and that 
in addition, they made a sharp defini- 
tion between footnote, text, and ex- 
tract, brought smiles to the faces of 
the listeners, and completely disposed 
of the charge that the two lines of 
space they occupied was space wasting. 

Setting footnotes single column and 
placing them within the column of 
reference was suggested as an improve- 
ment, but Bradley contended that he 
felt this would destroy the symmetry 
of the page. A floor comment from 
Arthur Thompson (Bell Laboratories) 
was that all footnotes might have been 
moved to the two inside columns 
which should have disposed of that 
problem. 


Query by Mail 

A cross-examination by mail was held 
on Miss Norris’ “America, Land of 
Freedom (D. C. Heath).” All joined 
in praising its production, but as ques- 
tions became more detailed, there was 
a note of criticism of what was de- 
scribed as the “dullness” and mono- 
tone of the entire book. That this was 
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intended by the designer was brought 
out in her letter in reply to the ques 
tions which had been previously sent 
her. Throughout the work, the intep. 
tion was to subordinate cuts to text, 
not have them jump out of the page. 
Said she of this point—“the dullness 
of the cuts was intended to blend with 
the blue-black of the color illustra. 
tions.” 

Points of interest about the book 
that were brought out were the ep. 
deavor to make the cuts look like old 
prints—they were printed in a special 
halftone grey-black, the quality of the 
makeready, and the care with which 
the book was printed on a perfector 
press. The argument waxed hotter as 
advocates and opponents of the color 
and general tone of the book debated 
the point. Josephy held that the book 
had a “watered-down” look about it, 


Three-Ring Circus 


The clinic was fortunate in having 
its next witness on hand, in the person 
of Ronald Murray (Houghton, Mif- 
flin) to discuss “College Algebra.” The 
discussion spotlighted emphatically the 
three-ring circus that a _ production 
manager must diréct, with author, 
artist, and plant, the principal figures. 
It also confirmed the impression that 
consistency and harmony are not l- 
ways easy to attain under those cir- 
cumstances. Murray agreed that the 
10pt. Baskerville was a compromise 
necessitated by the size of the ms., ade- 
quate breaks, and choice of face size, 
and that the Sans Scrit bold in the 
sideheads was not so bold as the Bask- 
erville bold in the text, but could not 
be helped. 

The radical departure in design of 
the binding from the text brought an- 
other challenge. Murray said simply 
that at times he sought purposely to 
avoid consistency, and this was one of 
the occasions about which he so felt. 

Discussing the book in general, Mur 
ray ruefully explained that a bargain 
with the author not to make any 
changes in the charts didn’t pan out, 
hence a large number of the cuts had 
to be done over. He explained that the 
diagrams had been so constructed as to 
make it possible for the électrotypet 
to separate line and screen areas % 
that the entire plate would not need 
re-making. In the discussion that fol 
lowed, it was generally pointed out to 
the designer that wax engraving could 
have been used on many of the 
charts at less expense and with les 
difficulty. 


Machine Tool Book 


The appearance in the fifty of a tech 
nical book issued by a machine tool 
company, and the object of consider 
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able admiration, was a distinct chal- 
lenge to textbook people. The quality 
of the coated paper, presswork, and 
engravings was the focus of not a little 
envy, so that many in attendance 
stayed on to the close of the program 
to hear the discussion of “Precision 
Hole Location,” produced by the 
Moore Special Tool Co., Bridgeport. 

Flexibility governed the choice of 
Monotype for the composition, Mack 
LeBlang, of Fred Wittner, Advertising, 
wrote. Because more than 300 illus- 
tration numbers could not be finally 
designated until the cuts were com- 
pleted, bogus numbers were set and 
later corrected. The monotype process 
was credited with the low cost of 
A.A.’s, about $150, which had been 
estimated as likely to be extensive. 
Chairman Bradley argued that it was 
questionable whether 300 or more 
changes such as the above, could be so 
made less expensively than by slug 
composition, though admitting the 
A.A. charge was astonishingly low. 

Monotype was chosen, LeBlang con- 
tinued, since it looked closest to 
hand-set type. Bradley challenged as 
hardly synonomous the combination of 
a functional design in a technical book 
with a desire to make it appear hand- 
set. 


Variety in use of bleeds was em- 


ployed, LeBlang continued, to avoid 
static effects, to emphasize certain illus- 
trations and “in almost every instance 


to place the illustrations and accom- 
panying text either on the same page 
or directly opposite.” 

The latter was a little hard for the 
Clinic to understand, but the only 
explanation appears to lie in the fact 
that by having some of the cuts bleed, 
thus taking advantage of a number 
of square picas margin space, might 
permit the saving of a few lines on 
each page to achieve the result stated. 

The emphasis effect in some of the 
engravings was secured by retouching 
the photos to secure the “phantom” 
area in the background, with the en- 
graver cooperating in staging and re- 
etching to get lighter tones in these 


areas—. lrequent industrial advertising 
technique. 


Discuss Play Setting 


N. Y. Trade 
Book Clinic setting play com- 
position were 


among the highlights of the discussion 
of books examined by the forty mem- 
bers of the Clinic, AIGA, who met for 
the regular luncheon March 18th. 

The debate centered upon “Chris- 
topher Blake” which was commented 
upon by Paul McPharlin. Morris Col- 
man (Viking Press) objected to the 
practice of centering character iden- 
tifications for speeches in library edi- 
tions as it was likely to cause some 
confusion for the reader. During the 
exchange of comments it was brought 
out that this practice apparently de- 
rived from traditional preparation of 
script, and that perhaps a better way 
was to have these names run in at the 
head of each speech, with following 
lines indented, i.e., flush and hang 
style. This did not wholly solve the 
problem of handling stage directions 
and business, however. 


Pros and cons of 


Map for wrapper 


Although the clinic’s custom has long 
been to show books without jackets, it 
made an exception in the case of 
“USSR” because of its remarkable 
wrapper. This comprised a complete 
map of Russia and surrounding areas, 
printed by a noted map house, and 
folded double around the book, with 
the title and other data surprinted on 
the map. Thus a handy reference for 
this handbook was provided without 
the problem of tipping in a much 
smaller map. The jacket material was 
carried into the book in the same style. 
A handsome full page bleed title page 
in red, with white lettering, was the 
main feature. 

Raine Renshaw (Harper) and Henry 
Roberts (Scribner) were screeners. 

A summation of the information on 
type, present and future, for books, 
derived from the joint Trade Book 
and Text Book Clinic session in Feb- 
ruary is to be available for a small 
sum.

Binder Looks at Perfect Book 


Philadelphia rev 
Book Clinic ous months’ dis- 
cussions of ‘“‘Mak- 


ing A Perfect Book,” this season’s 
topic, the Philadelphia Book Clinic 
last month heard WILLIAM REED (A. 
Reed Co.) tell how the problem looks 
to the binder. The speaker, at the 
March 11 meeting at Gimbel’s Restau- 
rant, took the members through every 
step handled by the binder, itemizing 
the methods and materials customarily 
used, recommending what could or 
should be used, and observing what 
practices are now required. 

Considerable progress has been 
made, said Reed, by the Book Manu- 
facturers Institute and the Battelle In- 
stitute in a research program to de- 
velop a completely permanent flexible 
glue that will dry in 30 seconds (see 
Bs&BP, March). A formula for a supe- 
rior glue of this type is hoped for 
within a few months. Nylon thread, 
tried by many binders and found to 
have greater tensile strength than regu- 
lar thread, no loose fibers to catch in 
needles, and to be thinner, with great- 
er elasticity, will be a useful item when 
it can be produced more cheaply. 

For the mutual advantage of both, 
the binder expects the printer to fur- 
nish him with the proper imposition 
on sheets that will fit the binder’s ma- 
chinery. Previous consultation on these 
points is imperative so that folding 
may begin as soon as the printer de- 
livers the work. Reed suggested that 
it is to the advantage of the publisher 
to order paper for quad imposition, 
which, if necessary, can later be cut 
for double 16 folder.

Printer Paves the Way 

Among other responsibilities of the 
printer before the binder can begin 
on a job are: 1) designation of the 
proper guide and gripper edges to cor- 
respond with the binder’s equipment, 
which may use left or right guides; 2) 
correct register of the printed sheet; 
3) elimination of danger of sheet de- 
struction caused by improper jogging 
—when one sheet jams, at least five 
more are damaged; 4) avoiding the not

unusual occurrence of a short count, 
in which the publisher is the loser; 5) 
furnishing a press count tally exclud- 
ing spoiled sheets, and the separation 
of forms onto separate skids for each 
title, properly identified; 6) shipment 
of skids at least as large as and prefer- 
ably several inches larger than the 
sheets shipped on them, and banded 
with steel tape, and handled by ex- 
perienced paper haulers. 

It is then the responsibility of the 
binder to complete the book, so far 
assumed to be perfect. He begins, of 
course, with the folding operation, one 
which requires constant vigilance. 

The customary thread size for a 
book imposed as 32's is 336. (It is 
here that nylon thread, since it pro- 
duces less swell in the backbone of 
the book, is desirable. In spite of its 
advantages, however, it cannot be used 
at present on account of the prohibi- 
tive price, nearly $5.00 a pound.) The 
sewed books now go to the nipper 
which squeezes down the sewed back- 
bone to approximate the same bulk as 
the rest of the book. 

Next comes the gluing-off. The 
books are jogged to make the signa- 
tures even. Then the flexible glue is 
brushed in between the signatures. 
The glue used should be an animal 
glue of high glycerine content or one 
of the new resin glues. The resin 
glues, however, are not completely sat- 
isfactory, Reed observed and it is on 
this problem that the BMI and the 
Battelle Institute are spending a con- 
siderable sum to solve. 

Caliper of boards for a 514 x 8 
book should be 90 pt., for a 6 x 9, 
about 98 pt. and a 9 x 12 about 110 
or 115 pt. Of course, the heavier the 
board, the less the warping. 

“We will not discuss stamping other 
than to say that if an ink panel is used 
on even slightly rough cloth, the panel 
should be blanked first and followed 
by one good impression of ink. Pub- 
lishers quite often specify two inks, 
with no mention of blanking.” 

The next Book Clinic was scheduled 
for April 8, at which time there was 
also to be a review meeting on the 
“Making of a Perfect Book.”

sented views on trade book designing 
problems to members of the Book- 
builders Workshop, of Boston, at its 
first dinner meeting with its sponsor, 
the Bookbuilders of Boston, | last 
month. The famous designer had cre- 
ated the mark to be used by the Work- 
shop which was reproduced on_ its 
first bulletin, one of three keepsakes 
presented to guests at the March 25 
affair at the Hotel Lenox. 

Two pocketsize booklets, one a 16- 
page collection of discourses by Sir 
Joshua Reynolds with a_ tipped-on 
wrapper bearing an over-all plaid pat- 
tern in black and white, with a Dwig- 
ginesque decoration superimposed, and 
the other, a four-page reproduction of 
the well-known letter from Benjamin 
Franklin to John Baskerville in 1760, 
were printed by the Workshop and 
cord-tied as two of the keepsakes. The 
bulletin was a single sheet folded twice 
at right angles and affording a space 
for the name of the recipient under 
the newly-designed mark. 

Another feature of the evening was 
a report of the jury, composed of Ray 
Nasu, Dartmouth College; Cari P. 
Rotuins, Yale University; and CLar- 
ENCE SHERMAN, Providence Public Li- 
brary (who read the report) on the 
club’s exhibit of books produced or 
designed in New England. 


Vinylite Proving Value 
: Vinylite has rapidly 
Chicago _ been proving its su- 
Book Clinic periority to other 
types of molds, the Chicago Book 
Clinic was told last month at its regu- 


lar Normandy House meeting. Its light 
weight, cheapness, and durability were 
highlighted by Clem Mawic (Pon- 
tiac Typographers) before 60 members 
and guests, as he predicted that “... 
it may easily supersede other molds in 
the near future, as soon as plants can 
be completed for its production, pos- 
sibly within a year.” 

Nickel and copper are steadily in- 
creasing in cost, threatening a reduc 
tion in the number of. book illustra- 
tions, and creating an advantage for 
vinylite because of its lower price. This 
lighter synthetic can be shipped with 
the plates to the printer while molds 
made from it can be stored in great 
bulk. A new plate can be quickly cast 
from the mold, if necessary. ‘The onl 
precaution, but an important one, is 
to store such molds in a cool place. 

Mawicke illustrated one value ol 
the product. Light vinylite molds were 
flown within 12 hours to an agency 
whose nearing deadline did not per- 
mit manufacture and shipment of new 
plates. ‘ailing costs became isignifi 
cant. 

Improvements in Patching 
Additional research is under way t 
speed patching, which has already suc 
cessfully handled. The speaker ¢ 
plained that the substance faithfully 
duplicates the details of a lead mold 
and stated that vinylite procuces 4 
cleaner and sharper impression. Silver 
spray speeds finishing.

Les Cochins are letter forms for 
the typographical epicure. Pomp at 
court may be pleasing; on the street 
corners it becomes merely tawdry. 

Cochin is a much soberer rendering 
than Nicolas Cochin, and may be used 
for entire books. The characters con- 
form so discreetly to the accepted 
canons of good letter design, and are 
so wide, open, and round, that the 
face is readable even in the 6-point 
size, the American Type Founders’ 
version of which is smaller than the 
same size of Nicolas Cochin, and in 
fact is the smallest Roman face of this 
size made. The Monotype version is 
larger. 

Though the ascenders of Cochin are 
long, the descenders are quite short, 
and the face needs more leading than 
Nicolas Cochin does. But the gener- 
ous, graceful curves, the spurred serifs, 
and the marked contrast in weight 
between stroke and fine hair-line pro- 
duce a lovely precision. Cochin is 
keen, almost glittering, and appears 
best on coated paper (very few types 
do), but soft stock ruins it. 

Nicolas Cochin Italic is a thoroughly 
connubial mate to its Roman. Features 
of particular note are the off-line but 
graceful lower-case f, the terminal al- 
ternates, e, n, r, and t, and, in both 
Roman and Italic, the almost bizarre 
oldstyle figures. The f ligatures in 
both are excellent. 

Cochin Italic, on the contrary, is 
atypical. While the Roman had an 
18th Century inspiration, the Italic is 
derived from a style a century earlier. 
In 1640, a Parisian writing master, 
Pierre Moreau, started a brief vogue 
with a type face that was a careful and 
lively copy of the agreeable calligraphy 
of the period. Though it did not last 
long, as such things rarely do, its gen- 
eral character was striking. The Cochin 


Italic lower-case renders it well for 
modern usage. Cochin Italic capitals, 
however, are merely a sympathetic 
form of latter-day design, doubtless 
more practical but certainly less grace- 
ful and picturesque than Moreau’s 
original script capitals. 

Les Cochins were introduced into 
this country by ATF in 1915, prac- 
tically counterparts of the French 
originals. Subsequently they were 
adapted by Sol. Hess to the Monotype, 
where the series was supplemented by 
the addition, in 1921, of Cochin Bold, 
also by Mr. Hess, and Cochin Open, 
an outline titling letter with stronger 
shading on the right than on the left, 
giving a somewhat third-dimensional 
feeling. But to blunt the sharpness of 
engraving-inspired Cochin is simply to 
put a plow-horse into the Kentucky 
Derby. Mr. Hess is to be commended 
on the way he made the Bold, but 
scarcely for doing it at all. 

Nicolas Cochin Bold was imported 
by the late Continental Typefounders 
from the French foundry that created 
the original series. It is not so outre 
as the other bold-face, but also loses 
much of the primary spinosity and en- 
graving character by its acquired em- 
bonpoint. 

Continental’s Le Mercure, made 
only in four large sizes, is simply Nico- 
las Cochin with a white line tooled 
on the left of the stroke. 1t makes a 
brilliant titling or display face, and is 
about the only type which will com- 
bine well with Nicholas Cochin. 

After 1920, the fickle laurels of 
popular favor successively crowned 
Caslon, Goudy, Cloister, and Gara- 
mond. Then a tidal wave of pseudo- 
modernism struck us with Bodoni, in- 
undated us with ultra-inky breakers, 
and: floated us by reaction into the 
quieter but still salt waters of the sans 
and square serifs. Early in 1936, indi- 
cations pointed to another change. 
In the third quarter’s issue of the 
Printing Art Quarterly, I made the 
following prediction: 


“The next step will be in the direc- 
tion of diminishing the structural feel- 
ing by decreasing the serifs in im- 
portance, then increasing the round- 
ness of the curves and the degree of 
shading, and finally in some modifica- 
tion of the beauty that once was 
Greece and Rome. ... There will be 
a refinement, a finesse, that was lack- 
ing utterly in Caslon and Cloister... . 
It would not be possible for evolution 
to curve its way as I have just traced, 
without emerging with some trace of 
the fire through which it has passed. 
And therefore the classical forms we 
shall soon begin to return to—even 
now are returning to—will not be sim- 
ply the familiar old Caslon, though 
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that may revive with the new. We ar 
not going back, in returning, but mere 
ly reaching the same note in q Nex 
octave.”

Medical books as a rule are rather 
pedestrian typographically, but this 
one is an exception. It looks like a 
trade book because of its use of asym- 
metrical balance for its chapter open- 
ings, title page and cover. Deepdene 
caps and lL.c. in 24 pt. flush inside bal- 
ance with numbers flush outside (see 
illustration). The scheme does not 
quite come off on the title page be- 
cause of the uncooperative copy. An- 
other defect of the title page is the 
hand lettered word “Allergy.” The 
use of the script letter is good, but to 
“letterspace” a script and leave the 
connecting lines hanging in space is to 
deny the characteristic of the letter. 

The cover, stamped in gold for the 
title, counterbalanced by the author’s 
name in blue pigment foil, is more 
successful than the title page. In spite 
of the specific criticisms above this 
remains an unusually fresh treatment 
of a medical manuscript.

The fourteen point Electra with Deep- 
dene display in italic caps and l.c. give 
this reader a quality appropriate to 
its oriental subject matter. On the 
other hand, the cover seems too heavy 
for the pages that follow. It is too 
much in the tradition of supplemen- 
tary readers, where over-all ink stamp- 
ed areas overwhelm the cloth. Refer- 
ence to the oriental appreciation of 
empty space could have contributed 
to the effectiveness of this cover. The 
format is taller for its width than most 
such books, which is on the credit 
side, for this shape helps minimize the 
clumsiness of a side-sewn binding.

A well- 
leaded smaller type on a smaller meas- 
ure would have allowed better mar- 
gins. The top margin is now larger 
than the outside margin, giving the 
page an uncomfortable feeling of hav- 
ing slipped down. The half title and 
dedication are also much too low on 
the page for comfort. Unfortunately, 
the lack of style is apparent in the 
binding as well.

This is a likeable book from the start.

The good 
influence of fine paper on type is to 
be observed in the sparkle of Electra 
on a 25% rag paper, no doubt a better 
paper than would ordinarily be used 
on a $2.50 book.

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Bindery Hints For Estimators 

Practica! tips on pamphlet binding, especially as they are 
helpful to the estimator, were given by William Ginsburg 
of Practical Bookbinding Co., Inc. before the Printing 
Estimators Club of New York Employing Printers Associa- 
tion, Inc., meeting Monday, March 17 at Roth’s Restaurant, 
N.Y.C 

Ginsburg devoted a large part of his talk to describing 
the types of folders—the timed machine (knife fold) and 
the buckie machine (untimed). 

The timed machine was described as a positive folder, 
the grain and weak spots or defects in stock will 
not affect the folding. This machine does only right angle 
folds, while the buckle machine can make a variety of folds. 

The cross feeder on the timed machine can handle book, 
offset, and laid papers, while coated papers run better on 
the buckle machine, Ginsburg explained. In addition, 
heavier weight papers run better on the timed machine, 
and this machine is not as sensitive to the bad effect of 
sheets that are not jogged properly, he stated. 

Always consult the binder before deciding on the imposi- 
tion, the speaker advised, and especially when there are 
halftones and bleeds. From the binder’s viewpoint, he 
stated, a double sixteen is better than a four-fold thirty- 
two. 

Following his talk, Ginsburg answered many quetsions 
regarding specific problems of the estimators.

Ives: ““Middle-Road” Legislation 


Senator Irving M. Ives, of N. Y., speaking before the N. Y. 
Employing Printers Association March 26, predicted the 
enactment of “middle-of-the-road” legislation by Congress 
at its present session. Labor’s existing rights will not be 
taken away, but management will be given “a few addi- 
tional rights which it needs,” the senator told 800 employ- 
ing printers at the association’s first general meeting of 
1947, at the Hotel Pennsylvania. 

In his opinion, the closed shop will not be outlawed, the 
speaker stated, but legislation will be enacted to “improve 
the closed shop situation so the chief criticisms will largely 
be removed.” In addition, he said, new legislation will 
positively bar jurisdictional disputes, and, among maange- 
ment’s “additional rights,” he proposed that employers as 
well as employees be given the right to select their own 
bargaining agents.

The death of Mrs. Elsie E. Ommen, widow of Judge Alfred 
E. Ommen, of N.Y.C., in mid-March, is expected to release 
to graphic arts associations a number of trust fund accounts 
set up by the late jurist before his death in December, 1932, 
for the advancement of the graphic arts, to which he had 
contributed much of his time and energy.
